Anaheim Apartment Blaze 
Causes $300,000 Damage 


ANAHEIM — A spark from a 
plumbers welding torch was the 
probable cause of the $300,000 
dollar apartment fire in Anaheim 
last Wednesday afternoon. 

Anaheim firemen arriving at the 
scene shortly after 12:30 found 
several of the buildings on the 
unfinished apartment complex 
involved in flames. 

The fire started in the lower 
level of a building on the western 
portion of the property, as 
workmen resumed their duties 
after the lunch break. Fanned by 
mild Santa Ana winds, it raced 
north through the exposed timbers 
of that entire building. 

As the burned framing collapsed 
witnesses said that burning 
embers wafted through the air and 
dropped on other incomplete 
structures. One building on the 
easterly portion of the property 
was involved. A building in the 
center of the complex was less 
severely damaged. 

In all, 11 of the 24 buildings were 
destroyed or damaged. A total of 
144 incomplete apartments and 126 
carports were destroyed. 

At the height of the fire, flames 
leaped a hundred feet into the air. 
Smoke and flames were seen for 
miles. 

Candle Is Cause 
Of $8,000 Loss 
To Local Home 

PLACENTIA - Last Tuesday 
morning Placentia firemen were 
called to a structure fire on 
Somerset Drive. First units at 
the scene found a second story 
bedroom completely involved 
with flames extending to three 
other rooms. Santa Ana winds 
mad 2 the fire difficult to control, 
but it was contained within an 
hour. 

Cause of the fire was traced to a 
candle left burning in the bedroom 
involved. 

Preliminary estimate of 
damage to the structure is placed 
at $5000 and to the contents $3000. 
The home at 426 Somerset is 
owned by the Herlindo Bererra 
family. 


Anaheim had six fire units at the 
scene with thirty five men. One 
unit from Placentia assisted 
Anaheim firemen in a mutual aid 
agreement. Project workmen and 
passerby helped firemen lav the 
9500 feet of hose needed. Workmen 
quickly moved their personal 
vehicles and as much construction 
equipment as possible before it 
was destroyed by fire. 

The two story apartment 
complex to be known as Le 
Chateau Majorica is in the 400 
block of East Orangthorpe. The 
property is bounded on three sides 
by the City of Placentia. 

Board Approves

PLACENTIA — At a special 
meeting of the Board of Education
